party and army printed commentaries claiming that Viet Nem her shown the 
“utmost goodwill” and that China ane Viet Nem “sust resume negotiations 

at once in order to prevent further deterioration of the situs ion. 


Here are some facts which put into question whether the Vietnamese side 
has shown any “goodwill” op ite part: 


--Viet Nam has not ceased ite armed harasement and provocations in the 
Sino-Vietnamese border areas, Recently, there have been an increase in the 
number of incidents in which armed Vietnamese personnel robbed Chinese 
border inhabitants of their property, ravaged their land and woods, burned 
down their houses and even kidnapped chem. These incidents have gravely 
endangered the lives and property of the Chinese population in the border 
areas. 


--In the course of their offensive in West Kampuchea, the Vietnamese euthori- 
ties ordered their troops to make incursions into Thailand, seriously 
threatening peace and security in Thailand and Southeast Asie. 


Instead of showing any “goodwill” on the part of Hanoi, these events prove 
that the Vietnamese authorities maintain their blind faith in brute torce 
and, being secured of the Kremlin's support, insist on having their own 
way in the pursuit of regional hegemoniem and their anti-Chine policy. 


In ite mote to the Vietnamese Foreign Minietry on June 23, the Chinese 


Foreign Ministry pointed owt that the preweiling atmosphere is highly 
unfavourable to the holding of the third round of negotiations, Now, in

Nam, Consequently, Hanoi thought it 4 clever move to urgently request the 
early resumption of Simne-Vietnamese talke, thereby creating the impression 
that it ie “eoneiliatery” enough to want cto improve ite relations with 
heighboure throug! negotiations, In thie way it hopes to alleviate the 
agoni#ing state of isolation in whieh it finds iteelf, 


«Hanoi aiso intends to use the Sino-Vietnamese talke to gloss over its 
military operations in the Thei-Kampuchean and Thai-Lace border areas to 
strengthen ite colonial rule in Laos and Kampuchea. This will pave the 
way for «4 further thrust into Southeset Asia, 


«Hanoi wants to use the talke with China to camouflage ite effort to whip 
up tension in the Sino-Vietnamese border areas. it said in ite note of 
July 3 that there existe an “explosive crisis” brought about by China and 
called for discussions with China of “emergency measures” to “ensure peace 
and stability in the border areas". Obviously, it hopes to use the telke 
as 4 platform for anti-China propaganda and blame China fer encroaching 
on Viet Naa, 


The Chinese people want a6 always to see Viet Nam truly independent and 
prosperous and to see the Hanoi leaders holding thempeelves back from the 
brink of militariem, Chine wishes a8 before to have normal relations with 
Viet Nam and persevere in seeking 4 solution through negotiations. in its 
note of June 23, the Chinese Foreign Ministry said: “As soon ae @ positive 
factor in favour of the talke emerges, ewen if it is 4 emall one, the 
Chinese Government delegation will go to Hanoi end hold the third round of 
talke with the Vietnamese side.” 


it is up to Hanoi to show the sinimum of good feith required and end its 
anti-Chine campaign and its aggression and expansion. Only then will an 
atmosphere prevail in favour of reopening of the Sino-Vietnamese talks.

BEIJING CPPCC MEMBERS DISCUSS IMPROVING WORK

|Text) Beijing, July 14 (XINHUA)~--"Buying vegetables in Beijing gives you 
a headache. It ia the talk of the town”, said Wu Liangping today, who is 
a Standing Committee member of the Chinese People's Political Consultative 
Conference, at 4 symposium here this afternoon, 


The Beijing gunicipal Communist Party Committee, municipal government and 
the Beijing committee of the C,P,P.C.C, convoked a meeting of the Beijing 
members of the C.P.P.C.C, to hear their opinions following 4 recent nearly 
month-long inspection of the city. 


His suggestion that the gunicipal government solve the problem immediately 
was supported by many speakers. 


Wu Liangping, who is also an advisor to the Central Committee party school, 
eaid, “At present, commerce in Beijing is not as good as in Shanghai,” 


He went on, “The administrative Level of commercial work was so low that 
Chinese cabbage was piled up along streets and left to rot throughout the 
city last winter. 


"Some shop assistants ignore customers", he complained, He suggested an 
education campaign on ‘socialist commercial workers’ to train shop assistants 
to be polite, observe hygiene and show good manners." 


He also suggested that more restaurantes with local flavour and other service 
units, such as tailors and shoe-repair shops be set up to meet people's needs 
and provide people with jobs. 


“It is very difficult for Hui people to buy a white hat", said another 
C.P.P.C.C, Standing Committee member An Shiwei, who is an iman of the Dongsi 
mosque in Beijing, “special co.mters should be set up to serve dogens of 
minority nationalities in the capital”. 


The inspectors, mostly scholars or specialists in various fields, concen- 
trated on how to build the capital into a beautiful, clean, modern and 
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cultured city and gave opinione on protection of the environment, control 
of pollution, education, commerce and service, urban construction and the 
direction of the development of industry and agriculture, 


Wane Bin, an advisor to the Ministry of Public Health, said, "The qunicipal 
leading members must make their mind up to develop the light, textile end 
food industry.” 


Mahy members proposed that the city make some senior middle schools into 
vocational sehools, #o that more young people would have job skille, in case 
they failed to enter college, 


Speaking at the meeting, Mayor Lin Hujia pledged ti,’ related departments 
would study the suggestions and work to improve Beijing. 


Among those attending today's meeting were officials of the municipal de- 
partmente and the unite vieited. They are to report improvement of their 
work to the C,P.P.C.C, 


During their visits, some residents rushed to where the inepectors were 
making viesice to tell the members of their difficulties. 


From June ll to July 7, 160 C.P,.P,.C,.C, members in Beijing inspected 23 units, 
including 9 factories, 6 schoole, 5 shops and service unite and 3 rural 
production brigedes, 


Inspections of cities and provinces all over the country were organized by 
the Chinese People's Political Consultative Conference.

Text In May 1967, to help Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and company whip up opinion

WKRILLI226 Communism is the most arduous undertaking in all history. Only 
through protracted, bitter and Cortuous struggle will we be able to deleat 
our extremely powerful enemies and all the exploiting classes. “or a long 
time after our victory we will patientiy have to carry out social and eco- 
nomic, tdeological and cultural transformation, for only thus will ali the 
influences, conventions and habits of the exploiting classes be eliminated 
from among the people, and only thus will a new social and economi ayvetenm, 
a new communist culture and code of social morality be built up. The private 
ownership of the means of production and the rule of the exploiting classes, 
which have existed for thousands of years, have given rise to various ugly 
phenomena which have exerted a most pernicious influence on the exploited 
masses. Not only does this influence of the exploiting classes exist before 
the victory of the revolution, but it survives for a very iong time alter 
the victory of the revolution and after the exploiting classes have been 
ejected from their ruling position.

when the founders of Marxiam discussed the distinction between Utopian social- 
ism and scientific secialiam, they categorically pointed out 


The theory of utopian socialism is compatible with the conditions of imma- 
Lure capitalist production and of immature classes. It perceives and relent- 
lessly exposes the evils peculiar to the capitalist society, but does not 
scientifically explain the mode of capitalist production. It can only pro- 
pose simply discarding it as something evil. The more furiously it oppoves 
the exploitation of the working class inevitably resulting from this moce 

of production, the less will it be capable of clearly pointing out where 

and how such exploitation arises. The theory of scientific socialism is 

4 product of the conditions of capitalist production, the contradictions 
inherent in the capitalist society and the further development of the strug- 
gle between the proletariat and the bourgeoisie. It exposes the contradic- 
tion between socialized production and the capitalist mode of ownershp in 
capitalist society and scientifically explains the historical links as well 
as the inevitable withering away of the capitalist mode of production. 


Utopian socialism regards eliminating the evils of capitalist society as 

4 rational task and believes that the means of solving social problems arise 
trom the mind and that its mission is to invent a new, more perfect social 
system. Such a new system would definitely become a utopia trom the very 
beginning. The greater the detail in which the system is planned, the more 
likely it is to become pure imagination. Scientific socialism does not rely 
on inventing a perfect social system, but it studies the historical economic 
process which inevitably gave rise to the proletariat and the bourgeoisie 

as well as the struggle between them. It believes that the means of resolv- 
ing the conflicts should not be conjured up in the mind but should be dis- 
covered from the real concrete facts concerning production through the use 
of the mind. 


Utopian socialism places the hope of realizing socialism solely in individual 
geniuses and believes that once such geniuses appear, human society will 

be free trom errors, suffering and catastrophe. They cannot perceive any 
historical initiative of the proletariat or any political movements and revo- 
lutionary struggles peculiar to the proletariat. By analyzing the antagonim 
and struggle vetween the two great classes, the proletariat and the bourgeoisie, 
and the process of development of such antagonism and struggle, scientific 
socialism can point out that the proletariat is the only really revolution- 
ary class and that socialism must inevitably be achieved through the revolu- 
tionary struggle of the proletariat and the masses of people led by it.

Text Our country has now entered a new period of historical development. 
The party's Marxist ideological line, political line and organizational line 
are being implemented nationwide. All levels in the country enjoy stability 
and unity. Socialist democracy is being carried forward. The socialist 
legal system is gradually being perfected. The people of ail nationalities 
are engaged in the building of socialist modernization with one purpose. 
However, mainly because of the 10 years of rampant disruption by Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four,” there are many serious evils such as the slow de- 
velopment of our country's production forces, the numerous problems in eco- 
nomic life, the disruption of the party's fine tradition and work style, 

the growth of bureaucracy, the special privilege mentality and patriarchal 
behavior among some people as well as many other difficulties facing us. 

The faith of a minority of people in communism has been shaken. This problem 
has appeared in a new form; its concentrated expression is the suspicion 

to various degrees of the superiority of socialism. 


When the superiority of our country's socialist system was rather satisfac- 
torily brought into play, the young people who are now a list over 20 years 
old did not know about the world then. When they knowledge began to de- 
velop the superiority of socialism was being seriously spoiled by Lin Biac 
and the “gang of four." Therefore some of them are skeptical about the 
superiority of the socialist system and cannot build up their faith in 
socialism and communism. This is understandable. If the communists really 
play their exemplary and leading role and do various jobs well, the suspicion 
of most of them will gradually vanish. What deserves special attention is 
that after a decade of catastrophe some comrades among our party members 
have also become skeptical of the superiority of socialism. Their faith 

in communism has even been shaken. 


When the situation is fine, one's confidence is great. When the situation 
is different, one's confidence is shaken. When the superiority of socialism 
can be brought into play one believes in socialism. However, when the 
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superioriity of scctaiism suffers From setbacks and failures, one becomes 
skeptical of socialism. if (hie is the state of mind for 4 communist, if 
particular for a leading cadre of the party, then things will be very bad, 
He should conscientiously consider whether he has violated his oath taken 
when he was admitted into the party. Other comrades should aise adopt an 
attitude of great responsibility and heip him free himself from such a state 
of mind. The virtue ot 4 communiat'’'s character is of course reflected in 
Vigor in hie work and the desire to do better when the situation is fine, 
But it is especially reflected in continuing to firmly believe that the cause 
of communiam will definitely be victorious when there are difficulties, set- 
backs or even failures. Our country's socialist system had been sabot aged 
by Lin Biao and the "gang of tour." This is of course to be much regretted. 
In the face of such disruption, 4a communist with a firm faith should have 

no other choice But to be resolute, to surmount such disruption and through 
our struggle and work to more satisfactorily bring the superiority of the 
socialist system into play again. If you believe in socialism when its 
superiority is satisfactorily beought into play, but become skeptical and 
waver when it is not, then what is the use of such a communiet'! Is not such 
behavior similar in nature to that of requesting to be admitted to the party 
when the situation was developing well before the seizure of political power 
over the whole country but breaking away from the party when the situation 
showed an unfavorable turn’ 


A communisc's firm faith in communiem must absolutely not be shaken under 

any difficult conditions. In addition, when people are suspicious of the 
superiority of the socialist system, the communist must, in view of the crux 
of these people's ideological problem, use the examples of events they have 
experienced themselves and use the reasoning that they easily understand 

to do the well-reasoned, patient and decaiied work of explanation, persuasion 
and education. In particular, when those arguments and ideologies that at- 
tack the superiority of socialism are raging like angry waves, he must be 
able to stand out, struggle against such trends of thought with justice and 
truth in his heart and never fear abuses, repression and ridicule. We should 
believe that truth and the future are ours. in the course of history, con- 
scientious and effective work will enable those who have lost their trust 

in the superiority of socialism to some extent to become convinced and cor- 
rect their wrong viewpoints. 


Recentiy some members of our society have been saying that socialism is in- 
ferior to capitalism and that everything is wrong with socialism and every- 
thing is good with capitalism. Are things really like that?’ All the ad- 
vanced science and technology and all the good economic management met..ods 

in capitalist countries are, in the final analysis, the crystallization of 

the labor of the masses of people engaged in physical and mental labor there. 
We have no reason to refuse to learn with an open mind from our class 
brothers and friends. We should diligently and effectively learn from them. 
Science is the common wealth of the human race and has no national boundaries. 
We have no reason not to import 411 advanced science and technology and scien- 
tific management methods.

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everything anew ourselves, To keep pace with economically developed touf= 
tfies and regions, anh economically backward countiy Must “bring in” advanced 
science and technology. Only those who are really words indistinet oppose 
this law. | WKI206)1 However, anyone with a sense of national pride and 

an upright character should and can note that capitaliom is after all capi- 
taliem, that ite nature is exploitation and that various social evils have 
arisen from such a nature. The decadent life style of the bourgeoisie should 
be despised and not appreciated. Its spread and harmful influence should 

be prevented like germs, and it should not be worshipped like God. Any 
Chinese citizen with national character should not worship these hideous 
things. 


In revealing the greedy nature of the capitalists, Marx said: "A capitalist 
is merel¥ personified capital. Wis soul is the soul of capital. Capital 

has only one living instinct, namely to increase itself, obtein surplus value 
and use the invariable part of itself, that is, the means of production, 

to suck the maximum amount of surplus labor. Capital is dead labor. Like 

4 vampire, only by sucking living labor can it enjoy life. The more living 
labor it sucks, the more vigorous will ite life be. (Marx and Engels: ‘"Col- 
lected Works,” Vol 23, p 260) Thanks to the bourgeoisie, between man and 
man there is no other relationship apart from the naked relationship based 

on interests, that is, unfeeling “cash transactions.” Everything is immersed 
in the ice cold water of egostic calculations. Have our communists joined 
the party not just because they have clearly discerned the decadent nature 

of capitaliem and wanted to achieve the beautiful future of communism’? How 
can one lose the confidence and pride of a communist and follow those who 

are skeptical of the socialist system just because during 4 certain period 
capitalist production develops faster than ours and the livelihood there 

is somewhat better than ours’? How can such differences weaken and shake 

in the slightest degree our principle and stand of thoroughly breaking with 
all those ugly phenomena brought about by capitalism’ 


What is the basic distinction between the socialist and capitalist systems’ 
What is the basic superiority of the socialist system over the capitalist 
one’ In their works the founders of Marxism-Leninism indisputably proved 
the answers to these questions. The practice of the struggle of the several 
hundred million people of our country for the undertaking of socialism has 
aiso clearly answered these questions from various angles. 


The aim of socialist production is to secure the maximum sa. istaction of 

the entire society's constantly growing needs in material and cultural life. 
The aim of capitalist production is to reap profits, and the consumption 

of the laborers is necessary for capitalism only to the extent that it in- 
sures the capitalists’ task of reaping profits. On 16 January this year 
Comrade Deng Xiaoping said in the report on "The Current Situation and Tasks": 
"Since we no longer have exploiting classes and any exploiting system here, 
the GNP is soley used for the entire society and a substantial portion of 

it is directly distributed to the people. There they have vast gaps between 
the rich and the poor and most of the wealth is in the hands of the capi- 
talists.” According to statistics, in the United States there are 12,978,000

This information verifies that "rade Liaoping's judgement is absolutely 
correct. if ovr soctety there are embegziers and people who seek personal 
privileges.

Cause their number is extremely emall, we cannet overlook the grave harm 

to the undertaking of socialism caused by this ugly phenomenon. On the whole 
the aim of socialist production is to satisfy the peopie's neede. Our Couf- 
try’ *® situation over the past ¢ vyearae is that conditions in the count ryside 
have been improving continually and the livelihood of the 800 million peas- 
ante has been improved to various extents. Because of the promotion of wage 
grades and the award of bonuses, there have been increases in the income 

of over 70 million workers among the nearly 100 million who receive wages 

as their income. The real income of over several million of them has not 
increased appreciably or has not risen at all or has even dropped. The party 
and the state are making studies and drawing up measures to duly solve this 
prodiem in steps. These are the basic observable facts in our country's 
social lite. Our wage level is undeniably rather low. Sut the number of 

the workers’ family members who are employed is rather high. Last year in 

the municipalities and towne 7 to & willioen people vere assigned jobs. The 
basic means of livelihood are rather cheap. The state does not impose in- 
come taxes on individuals. In addition, it provides allowances for subsi- 
dizing the prices of grain, nonstaple food and so on, subsidies for housing 
rents, labor security, {ree medical care and social consumption, other forms 
of collective welfare and so on. The average of such expenses for each work- 
er is nearly equal to their average wages. Every year the state pays nearly 
20 billion yuan for the single item of grain and nonstaple food allowances 
and each worker annualiv receives an average of about 200 yuan in such al- 
lowances. Therefore, in calculating the living standard of °F country's 
workers this important fact and not just the wages received must be taken 
into consideration. 


(WK120632. I have visited both Japan and the United States. The livelihood 
of the people there is really better than ours. The income of wage laborers 
is also very good. But those whom we directiy contacted told ue that their 
livelihood is not secure. For instance, if one is ill, such as suffering 
from a coid or influenza, one must pay a lot of money to see a doctor and 
nearly $1,000 for hospitalization expenses. The college fees for their chil- 
dren are at least $3,000 to $5,000 a year for public collegesand over $10,000 
for private colleges. Housing rents are very high, taking up around 30 per- 
cent of their income. Communications, water and electricity are also very 
expensive. Generally 20 to 30 percent of their income is paid to their 
governments as income tax. The culture there is decadent and people's mental 
life is devoid of meaning. The people live with the constant threat of bank- 
ruptcy, unemployment and criminal activities like gang activities and 
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burglary. Because of the sabotage by Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” since 
the great cultural fevelution the criminal cases in our country’s cities 
and towne have in. reased, We are taking practical measures to solve this 
problem, so that public order will not only be as good as it was before the 
great cultural revolution, but will even be much better. The frequency of 
criminal cases in capitalist countries has always been many times higher 


than in our country. 


The main features of the socialist system is the replacement of the private 
ownership of the means of production by public ownership, the elimination 

of exploitation and distribution according to work done. This is the basic 
superiority of the socialist system over the capitalist one. Under socialism, 
contradictions still exist among the state, the collective and the individual. 
But they can be duly resolved because of the firm establishment of the public 
ownership of the means of production and because such ownership takes an 
absolutely dominant position in the entire national economy. The people 

in the whole society have common interests, and on this basis we share com- 
mon ideals, faith, moral standards, leadership and discipline and take common 
action. This cannot happen in any system of exploitation. The socialist 
system must undergo a process of birth, development and gradual perfection. 
During this process various kinds of problems are unavoidable. But the fea- 
tures and the basic superiority of socialism enable various problems appear- 
ing in the socialist system to be continually resolved through the system 
itself. This is unparalleled compared to any system of exploitation. 


A communist must uphold his faith in communism not only under difficult cir- 
cumstances, but also when great victories have been achieved in revolution 
and great successes have been achieved in his work. Complacency and relax- 
ing the desire for progress due to such achievements is also a reflection 
of lacking a firm faith in communiom. Comrade Shaogi said that 4 communist 
cannot have any complacency or arrogance. Even if great successes have been 
achieved in our work, how great will they be in contrast to the whole cause 
of communism? They will not be a cause of arrogance for one with a com- 
munist world outlook. Doing one's work well is the responsibility of a com- 
munist and he should definitely not mind his personal status. One's status 
cannot be higher than an emperor's status, but how important is the latter 
in comparison with the cause of communism’ As Stalin said: it is like a 
drop of water in an ocean. On the eve of founding of the People's Republic, 
Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: “Winning the national victory is only the 
first step in the long march. This is rather trivial. If this is 4a cause 
for arrogance, grounds for greater arrogance lie in the future.” He also 
said: “Perhaps there are some communists who have not been conquered by 
enemies who hold guns. They can justly be called heroes in front of these 
enemies. But they cannot resist the attack of sugarcoated shelis, which 
will defeat them." ("Report at the Second Pienary Session of the Seventh 
Central Committee of the Chinese Communist Party") In fact, our party has 
had experiences of being overcome by arrogance due to the achievement of 
great victories. This resulted in setbacks in the revolutionary cause and 
the undertaking of construction. There have also been some party members 
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who were Hil By sugarcoated shells when ticv became arrogant due to the 
achievement of success. We Must coolheadediy realize that every achievement 
in revolution and construction is like adding only one brick to the great 
buliding of communiam, The contribution of each communist, even an out stand- 
ing one, is just the fulfillment of his due obligations. If adding a brick 
and tulfilling his obligations makes him forget the broad ideals of communis. 
he does not deserve to be called a faithful and unyielding communist. 


To suf up, every communist must at all times possess the firm faith in com. 
munieam whether there is success or tailure, smooth progress of setbacks. 
Only thus can he be a really qualified communist and a soidier who struggles 
all hie lite for the cause of communism. It is very difficult. WNowever, 
did we not resolve to join the communist party exactly because we knew this 
is very, very difficult, because we knew that such a character is necessary 
for the achievement of communism and because we are ready to sacrifice our 
own lives when necessary’ 
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To build up a firm communist world outlook, a communist must use the com- 
munist ideological system in observing and tackling problems. This includes, 
as mentioned above, correctly analyzing the situation, proposing tasks and 
determining the principle at various stages of development of the revolution- 
ary struggle. This also includes the requirement that in his inner-party 
life and social life the communist should observe the communist code of 
morality and conduct and should apply the communist morality t: interpersonal 
relations. 


| HK1 20633 The main contents of “How To Be a Good Communist" elaborate on 
a communist's self-cultivation of his ideology. 


Actually this is a problem of cultivating communist morality under the guid- 
ance of the communist world outlook. 


Comrade Shaoqi pointed out that communist morality is founded not on the 
protection of the interests of individuals or of the exploiting few, but 

on those of the proletariat and the broad masses of working people, of the 
cause of the final emancipation of all mankind, the liberation of the whole 
world from the calamities of capitalism, and the building of a happy and 
beautiful communist world--it is a morality founded on the Marxist-Leninist 
theory of scientific communism. The interests of the emancipation of the 
proletariat and all mankind, of communism and of social development --these 
are the interests of the communist party. The party's interests are more 
important than everything else--this is the supreme principle for the com- 
munist's ideology and deeds as well as the communist code of morality that 
he should observe in handling interpersonal relationships. 
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Comrade Shaoqi required that the communist should, in accordance with this 
supreme principle and code of morality, correctly handled the relationships 
between the individual and the party, between the comrades within the party, 
between the party and the masses and between us and our enemies, 


The relationship between the party member and the party is that the personal 
interests of the party member must be unconditionally subordinated to those 
of the party. At all times and in handling all problems a communist should 
always first consider the party's overall interests, piacing the party's in- 
terests in the prime position and his personal interests and per onal prob- 
lems in a subordinate position. When his personal interests are not com 
patible with those of the party, he can subordinate himself to the party's 
interests without any hesitation or reluctance. He feels no pity even for 
sacrificing Mis own life when necessary. Apart from the goal of struggling 
for the party's interests, a communist should not have any independent personal 
goals at variance with the party's interests, like personal status, personal 
reputation, individualistic heroism and other personal calculations and so 
forth. A communist should increase his effectiveness and ability in the 
fight to advance the cause of communism, but there must be no striving for 
individual development divorced from the fight to advance the party's cause. 
The party member's personal interests should be completely merged in the 
overall interests and aims of the party and the proletariat. He should not 
think of himself all the time, make endless personal demands on the party 

or blame the party for not promoing or rewarding him. He should only con- 
stantly raise the level of his political consciousness and his understanding 
of Marxism-Leninism, endeavor to advance, fight bravely and contribute more 
to the party and the revolution. 


The relationship between comrades within the party is that all communists 

are close comrades-in-arms united under the great cause of communism. A 
communist must show loyalty to and love for his comrades, help them enthusias- 
tically, treat them as equals and must definitely not hurt them for his own 
interests. He should be the first to suffer hardship and the last to enjoy 
comfort. He compares himself with others not with respec: to material enjoy- 
ment but to the amount of work done for the revolution and the spirit of 

hard endurance in struggle. In times of danger he steps torward boldly and 
in times of adversity he helps his comrades. He should be genuinely glad 

of his comrades’ achievements and will definitely not plot the downfall of 
those superior to him. He sincerely helps his comrades correct their mis- 
takes and never gloats or tramples on one who has fallen. He is not afraid 
that other criticize him and he can also courageously and sincerely criticize 
others. He does not make unprincipled remarks about his comrades or speak 
ill of them behind their back, and is not swayed or affected by irresponsible 
or casual criticism made behind his back. He does not flatter anyone and 

is contemptuous of others’ adulation and flattery to win his favor. For 

the sake of the party and the revolution he can be most forbearing toward 

his comrades and can “suffer wrong in the general interest," even enduring 
misunderstanding and humiliation without bitterness if the occasion so de- 
mands. He can "return good for evil,” with no intention of retaliation.

They show @ fine spirit of mutual help, firm unity and gehuine equality to- 
ward them. They are abeolutely opposed to privileges of any kind for anyone, 
foneider it impermissible to think in terme of privileges for themselves, 

and wou!lé Geom it unthinkable, and indeed a disgrace, to occupy 4 privileged 
Position atong (he people. Communiete firmly beliewe that the proletariat 
and the Masset of people possess great creative power and that on the road 

of progress (hey can defeat various enemies, surmount various obstacles and 
build their own sew world, 


As for the felationship between ourselves and the enemies, the communists 
should be soldiers with both bravery and tactics in the fight against the 
enemies. They know that a]) exploiters and oppressors have exploited and 
oppressed ‘he overwhelming majority of people in the world to such an extent 
that they cannot survive. The masses of exploited and oppressed people can- 
hot survive and develop uniess they unite and oppose such exploitation and 
oppression. The prolonged rule of the exploiting classes has resulted in 
Vatiows phenomens in human society such as backwardness, ignorance, selfish- 
nese, tutual suspicion and deception, gutual injury and siaughter and so 

on. Sweh rule hae poisoned the minds of the masses belonging to the exploited 
Classes and of the people in society. The communists must apply the sharp 
weapons of Mareicm=Leninionm to expose the system of exploitation and the 
heture of the empioiting classes. They showld launch revolutionary propa- 
genda on the basis of the intimate experiences of the working people, st rength- 
en the resolution of the masses to accomplish the current program for st rug- 
gle and consolidate their faith in struggling for the cause of communiem. 

They are brave in and good at etruggling. They are not scared by any strong 
enemy and “ot influenced by the ideology of the exploiting classes.

“the firet te worry and the last to enjoy himself” in the nation. He has

troth, he can seerifice everything of his own When necessary, die for the 
sake of the cause and lay down hie life for justice. We hae deep sympathy 
for the people and his comrades, can “feel for others” and can place himsel! 
in theif position. We is frank, open and aboveboard. ifn the party “there 

is nothing he cannot tell others.” We does not set contrary to his con- 
science, We fights tenaciously for the cause of the party. Works diligently, 
lives a plain life, remains modest and prudent, does not claim credit for 
himeel! and become arrogant, dees not fich for fame and compliments and does 
not throw hie weight around. We studies hard, never ceases to perfect him- 
self and never stops raising hie own theoretical lewel and working ability. 
We has great self<respect and self-esteem, No boasting, flattery of impor- 
tuning ever occurs in his relationship with others. We is fot opportunist ic 
in his behavior and does not tack with the wind, Neither does he insist 
stubbornly on his own wiews and remain self-willed, and so on and se forth. 
in conclusion, 4 CoOmmuniet must cultivate the greatest and most noble wirtwes 
in himeelf, 


A special chapter in "Wow Te Be a Good Communist” describes various kinds 
of behavior contrary te the communist code of morality and conduct, which 
occur in the handling of the relationships between the individual and the 
party, among the comrades in the party, between the party members and the 
masses of people and between ourselwes and the enemies. Such behavior in- 
cludes: Joining the party with warious personal sims and motivations but 
refusing to be educated by the perty, always showing fairly strong indi- 
Vidualiom and selfishness in tackling problems, conceit, individualist ic 
heroiem, ostentatiousness, pettiness, fussing ower trifles, ignoring general 
interests, the impetuosity and wacillation of the petty bourgeoisie, the 
destructiveness of the ‘umpen proletariat and certain bankrupt peasants, 
even the ideology of the exploiting classes deep in the mind of « email nun- 
ber of comrades, and so on. Comrade Shaogi concretely analysed and criti- 
cived in depth such wrong ideology and behavior. 


“How To Be 4 Good Communist contains expositions on the communist code of 
morality and conduct, descriptions of the communist noble character and the 
illustration of various kinds of wrong ideology. Comrade Shaogi did not 
invent all these things in his mind. They are the fruits of long observa- 
tion of the inner-party life and the behavior of the party members. Comrade

Restudving “Wow To Be «4 Good Communiet” can enable ue to further understand 
that when Comrade Shaog! gave thie speech and published this Book, one of 

hie aime was to propagate communist g@erality and to efiticize various kinds 
of behavior contrary te such morality, se that 4 kind ef opinion would be 
formed which would permeate the party and the whole seriety. Then everyone 
would know what wae @ goed communist and what was not; everyone would have 

4 paragon to emulate and a Mirror to enamine omeself., Ali could then commend, 
emulate and popularize behavior that was consistent with communiet morality 
a6 well a6 cfiticizge, ceademm and beveett behawier thal was contrary te such 
worality. in the party and ifn society wholesome tendencies «ould then be 
promoted and unhealthy tendencies opposed. Such af opinion in the party 

and if society reflects the demand of the party and the people on 4 com 
murie comeuct,. Obiectivelw, it i¢ @ constraining force of (he Conmuniete, 
igpering thie constraint will iawite public censure. It helps own party 
become 4 efeat furnace of revolution which can give birth to an ite reasingiy 
larger number of communists with «a clear aim, strong will and noble morality, 
and which can also eliminate and expel weak-.illed, morally degenerate people 
Who canpot stand the test of tempering. Party discipline and the state's 
laws can only be effective for those who violate them. Bui the communist 
code of morality and conduct cat work on ali the comrates of the party and 
infivence the general mood of society. Our party does not mainly rely on 
disciplinary meacures against it members, and quch less does it rely on 
punishment by law. It relies conversely on the exempiary forces of the com- 
muniete’ morality, which help form the fine workstyle and tradition and en- 
hance the party's reputation and prestige among the masses. This is one 
source of owr strength. Such communict goralitw generates abstract and in- 
mensce forces which play an incaléulable role in our struggles to conquer 
Various si rong enemies and overcome various hardships, dangers and obstacies. 


Before the great cultural revolution, although there were some party monbers 
who violated the communist morality, and although to different extents vari- 
ous unhealthy tendencies existed in the party, on the whole, communist mor- 
ality and custc® were alwaye the @ainstream and were predominant. In the 
ereat cultural revolution, Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and their apologists pub- 
lished their article on the so-called “erucial point” issue, and consequent ly 
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they launched the soecalied criticiem and denunciation of the so-called 
"three parties” (the party of the whele people, the party whose members 
sought good relations with all at the expense of principle, the party that 
only cared about foutine business) and “sin theories” (theory of the dying 
Out of clase etruggle, theory of decile tools, theory of the backwardness 
Of the Masees, theory of joining the party to become bureaverats, theory 
of inmer@party peace, theory of fusion of things private and public). Sweh 
criticiom and denunciation was sheer fabrication, amounted to vicious vilifi- 
cation and spread pernicious influence. Since the great cultural revolution, 
and if particular sinee they launched such cr'ticiem and Genunciation, they 
wantonly spoiled the party's fine tradition and workstyle, caused communist 
morality and customs to decay and trampled on the most basic code of conduct 
in handling interpersonal relations. At the same time, they propagated and 
promoted a whole set of utterly decadent moral concepts peculiar to the feudal 
landio’* class, the bourgeoisie and fasciem, They preached: “Kick away 
the party committee and wage revolution” and “directing the spearhead against 
the higher authorities should be the general direction.” To usurp power 
for private ends and exercise power for the sake of private interests, they 
clamored: “With power comes everything and without power one loses every- 
thing” and “if power is not utilized it will become invalid when the time 
expires.” They formed sects, vigorously practiced "take ourselves as the 
nucleus” and “drawing a distinction with ourselves as the boundary” and in- 
cited quasi-religious fanaticiem like the “three loyaity's” a.d “four bound- 
lese's.” Actually they were paving the way for Lin Biao to usurp the party 
and seize power and for Jiang Qing to become an “empress.” Those comrades 
sho abided by discipline and law, who endeavored to restrain themselves by 
communist @orality and who practiced self-sacrifice and unselfishness were 
rebuked by them for “pulling the cart without looking at the way" and “having 
a low level of consciousness with regard to the struggle between the two 
lines.” These comrades were also slandered as being “lambs” and “slaves.” 
On the other hand, those elements “with horns on their heads and thorns on 
their bodies” who assaulted people, destroyed things and robbed, the hooli- 
gans, swindlers, scoundrels a6 well as all kinds of people who wanted ex- 
pansion of their personal power and influence and who unscrupulously pursued 
fivate interests=--all of them were extolled as “prominent revolutionaries.” 
(WK120636 They preached doctrines of hooligan politics and tricks of reac- 
tionary politicians such ast “Honesty is out of the question in political 
struggles,” “without telling lies one cannot accomplish great feats” and 
“lead the oponents into making mistakes." They launched cruel struggles 
against and relentless asttacks on the revolutionary cadres, revolutionary 
intellectuals and the masses, they even fabricated false evidence of their 
guilt and trumped up charges against them. Consequentiy all over the coun- 
try there were many cases of injustice. And so on and so forth. In con- 
clusion, by using the power they had usurred and through their propaganda 
and other activities, they confused 411 such moral concepts as truth and 
falsehood, virtue and vice and grace and disgrace. They confused the normal 
interpersonal relationships in inner-party life and social life. They con- 
fused all such relationships as those between the party members and the party, 
between the leaders and those who are led, between the comrades within the 
party, between the party members and the masses of people as well as among 
members of the masses of people. 











They spoiled the party's reputation and prestige among the people and vili- 
fied the communists. They caused disastrous hare to the cause of socialise 
if owFr Ceuntry, 


What Lin Biao and the “gang of four” preached and practiced was completely 
contrary to the morality of 4 communist and of every upright Chinese. it 

is currently an important task for us to eliminate their reactionary and 
decadent morality and te revive and carry forward our party's fine etyle 
which was formed over a long period of revolutionary practice, in view of 
the requirements of the new times and the current reality of party building, 
the Sth plenary session of our party adopted the "guiding principles for 
inner-party political life” and proposed a draft for amending the party con- 
Stitution. Certain important viewpoints in these two documents can be said 
to be major development in the basic ideology in Comrade Shaogi's “How To 
Be a Good Communist.’ At present, when studying and discussing these two 
documents, every communist must deeply understand the expositions on com- 
munist morality by Comrade Mao Zedong, Comrade Liu Shaogi and other prole- 
tariean revolutionaries of the older generation. We must also adhere to such 
moraiity ‘n his words and deeds. All party members must make concerted ef- 
forts and enthusiastically and conscientiously do well in improving the 
party's style and building the party. 
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Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and their apologists alleged that “How To Be 4 Good 
Communist” was “an idealistic doctrine of self-cultivation,” that it advocated 
the communist divorcing himself from social practice and “secluding himsel! 

to examine his mistakes," and that it could only “Make people deviate more 
toward revisionism the more they practice self-cultivation.” Every upright 
reader of this book can clearly see that this charge is purely a frameup. 


As a great Marxist, Comrade Liu Shaogi was a relentiess critic of idealion. 
Throughout his exposition on the communist's self-cultivation of ideology, 
morality and character, he based himself firmly on dialectical and historical 
materialien. 


He clearly pointed out that most of the so-called self-cultivation of many 
people in ancient China was idealistic, formalist, abstract and divorced 
from social practice. They onesidedly exaggerated the role of the subjective 
world and believed that by preserving their abstract “good will” they could 
transform reality, society and themselves. This was, of course, unfounded. 
ne sharply criticized and denounced one of the greatest harms caused by edu- 
cation and learning in the old society and handed down to us, namely, the 
divorce of theory from practice. He castigated the exploiting classes and 
their apologists, saying that though they wrote and «poke abundantiy of jus- 
tice and morality, in fact they were out and out scoundrels. He pointed 

out that actually they pursued advancement and money, used the “teachings 

of the sages” to oppress the exploited and deceived the people by paying 

lip service to justice and morality. Communists @ust study Marxiem-Leninisa 
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and the good heritage of Ristory, bul they Must never adopt the attitude 
of the empioiting classes, We asked the communists to rigorously guard 
against theif pernicious influence of the old society, perserve the honesty 
and purity of a proletarian revolutionary, and remain true to themselves, 
to the people and to these whe went before them. 


if Kis exposition on communist morality, Comrade Shaoqgi quoted some ancient 
Chinese sayings on the cultivation of morality. Employing the proletarian 
stand, viewpoints and methods, he transformed these concepts, gave them new 
meanings and made them suit the needs of the people's cevolutionary inter- 
ests. This is definitely not total, uncritical and unprincipled acceptance, 
and not the preaching of “the doctrine of Confucius and Mencius,” as alleged 
in the frameup by Lin Biao and the “gang of four.” This specifically reflects 
Comrade Shaogi's Marmist attitude toward ancient cultural heritage. 


We are revolutionary and thoroughgoing materialists. The self-cultivation 

of us communists cannot be divorced from revolutionary practice or from the 
actual revolutionary movements of the broad masses of laboring people, in 
particular of the proletariat. Communists must be tempted in long periods 

of revolutionary struggle, in the revolutionary struggles of the broad masses 
of people and in various difficult and adverse circumstances, they must tem- 
per themselves, sum up practical experiences, strengthen their self-cultiva- 
tion and raise their own thinking ability. The 1939 edition of “How To Be 

a Good Communist” says that communists must transform themselves in various 
struggles against the counterrevolutionary forces, that is, they must achieve 
their own progress and improve their own revolutionary qualities and skills, 
and se on. (4K120637 A communiset’s self-cultivation is revolutionary in 
feature. ite sole aim is for the sake of revolution and for increasing ef- 
fectiveness in directing the actual revolutionary movements among the masses. 
When the book was republished in 1962, the title of chapter } was changed 

tot “The Self-Cultivation of Communists and the Revolutionary Practice of 
the Masses.” The relationship between these two things is elaborated on 

in greater detail. 


in the 1962 edition of "How To Be 4a Good Communist,” the title of chapter 

4 is, “The Unity of Theoretical Study and ideological Self-Cult ivation.” 
Comrade Shaoqi pointed out that communists must remould themselves and temper 
their proletarian ideology not only in the practice of revolution but in 

the study of Marziem-Leniniem. For one thing, he criticized some party men- 
bers for their mistaken idea that a good class origin, a good personal class 
status, revolutionary firmness and bravery in struggle make it unnecessary 
for them to study Marsziem-Leniniem. For another, he criticized the mistake 
of some communists who do not use Marxist-Leninist principles to criticize 
and repudiate whatever is backward in their own ideology, but attempt to 
turn them into 4 tool for furthering their own private ends and even use 
their old prejudices to distort Marsism-Leninisom. We also categorically 
pointed out that no communist can maintain a proletarian stand and express 
proletarian ideology, torality and quality in every revolutionary struggle 
unless he diligently studies the theory and method of Marzism-Leninisna and 
guides his thinking and action accordingly. 











in conclusion, Comrade sShavgi required us to slick to the principle ot itntee 
grating theory with practice and practice s@li=-cultivation, self-education 
and self<transtorm tion. This self-cultivation method of us communists is 

4 Marxist=Leninist one and is completely different from other methods marked 
by divorced from the revolutionary practice of the masses and from the basic 
theory of Marxism=-Leniniam, 


In "How To Be a Good Communist" Comrade Shaogi put forth a very inapiring 
problem thus: Many communists participate in revolutionary practice, receive 
the party's education and study revolutionary theory under roughly the same 
circumstances and conditions. But the result differs vastly among different 
people. Some achieve quick progress, but it is very slow for some others. 
Some even lag behind. We quoted examples of communists taking part in cer- 
tain revolutionary mass struggles, taking part in the long march and receiv- 
ing education and training in school. Every one of us also [requently sees 
many similar examples, For exampie, many comrades, in like fashion, had ex- 
perienced the great cultural revolution, had even been branded "capitalist 
roaders" and had been “shut up in the barn," criticized and denounced and 
persecuted by Lin Biao and the “gang of four.” After the “gang of four” 

had been smashed, and in particular after the focus of the party's work had 
shifted, these comrades have different states of mind. Many old communists 
proceed from the party's interests and conscientiously sur up the experiences 
of the catastrophe in that decade. They feel that not much time is left 

for them to work for the party now that they are 50 or 60 years old. They 
resolve to firmly grasp the limited time, more vigorously rouse their own 
revolutionary spirit and do much more work for the party and the people to 
make up for the loss due to the persecution of Lin Biao and the "gang of 
four" which rendered them unable to work for many years. However, there 

are some individual old communists with a different state of mind. They 

also think that they are approaching life's end. But their revolutionary 
will has slackened. Proceeding from their personal interests, they hanker 
after life's comforts. They not only want their own life to become increas- 
ingly better, but make “long term plans” for their children to enjoy a com- 
fortable life and even allow them to carry on illegal activities. Conse- 
quently they disregard party disciplines and the state's laws and seek pri- 
vate benefits not allowed by the rules and regulations, as well as privileges 
Outside the jurisdiction of their duties. 





Comrade Shaoqi explained the problem he put forth like this: Basically speak- 
ing, these phenomena are reflections in our revolutionary ranks of the class 
struggle in society. Our party members differ in quality because they dif- 
fer in social background and have come under different social influences. 
They differ in their attitude, stund and comprehension in relation to revo- 
lutionary practice, and consequently they develop in different directions 

in the course of revolutionary practice. This is not to say. of course, 
that all these differences arise in the struggles between the antagonistic 
classes in society. It is even more incorrect to say that the differences 
themselves are direct class struggles. The causes of the differences are 
varied and complicated. Comrade Shaoqi made repeated observations, in-depth 
analysis and abstraction before he picked out the most important and most 
basic cause. 
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if a comfwhunist harbors nonproletafian ideology but does fot correct it, then 
in the process of transforming the objective world he cannot faithfully re- 
flect the true face of the objective world, cannot effectively resist the 
ceaseless corrosive influence of various nonproletarian ideologies and cannot 
satisfactorily handle the relationship between the individual and the col- 
lective. Conversely, if he consciously tempers and cultivates his ideology 
and moral quality and conscientiously clears the nonproletarian ideology 

in hie mind, then he can adopt a correct attitude and achieve good results 
in reflecting the true face of the objec itive world, in resisting the cor- 
rosion of various external nonproletarian ideologies and in handling the 
relationship between the individual and the collective. 


WK120638 Our socialism emerged .rom the womb of the semicolonial and semi- 
feudal old China. There exists the influence of bourgeois ideology. The 
ideology of feudalism and small-scale production and the influence of such 
ideology are even more deep-rooted. in China, capitalism was quite undeveloped. 
What had been developed had also been influenced by feudalism and had acquired 
a feudai property. in various facets of social life there will be frequent 
manifestations of the struggles and contradictions between the proletarian 
ideology on one side and nonproletarian ideology--mainly feudal ideology 

and the fore of habit of smali-scasle production--on the other. “If the 
water is absolutely clear there will be no fish in it and if a man perceives 
things in absolute clarity he will have no followers"=-<this ancient saying 

had been quoted by Comrade Mao Zedong to illustrate the complexity of social 
phenomena and the absence of absolutely pure things in the world. Our party's 
comrades or other comrades differ in their ideology because of differences 

in family background, personal experiences, social environments and the de- 
gree of consciousness in practicing ideological self-cultivation. Should 

we admit that our party members differ in their ideologoy and moral quality, 
and that the contraduction between proletarian and nonproletarian ideologies 
exists in every communist's brain’ It is unrealistic not to admit it, to 
admit it is not only realistic but absolutely necessary, it gives rise to 

an important task for our party and each of its members, namely, to endeavor 
to remold the subjective world in the process of transforming the objective 
worid. 





Comrade Shaoqi said that we communists should overcome various nonproletarian 
ideologies by means of proletarian ideology, overcome various noncommunist 
world outlooks by means of the communist world outlook and overcome indi- 
Vidualistic ideology by means of the ideology embracing the general interests 
and aims of the party, of the revolution and of the emancipation of the pro- 
letariat and all mankind. If the results are not like that, and things 
happen the other way around, then a communist will lag behind and even lose 
his communist's qualification. What a horrible and dangerous result’ 


If a communist is to avoid such 4a horrible and dangerous result and to gradu- 
ally mature in the revolutionary struggles, the party's education, the com- 
rades' help and the supervision of the masses are indispensable. But, whether 
such education, help and supervision produce an effect and whether the effect 
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is great or small is Basically determined by the communiet’'s own subjective 
efforts, We must constantiv cultivate his own communist moral quality and 
noble character by means of seif-cultivation, self-education and seif-trans- 
formation, We should, by such means, learn to apply to communist code of 
morality and conduct to distinguishing right from wrong, good from bad, true 
from taise, virtue from vice and grace from disgrace. We should, by such 
means, build up his own lofty inner faith, build up abilities of self-control 
and restraint and at all times guard against and overcome the infivuence of 
Various wrong ideologies and unhealthy morals of behavior. We should let 
such taith and abilities govern his own words and deeds and consciously 
adjust his interpersonal relations in inner-party life and social life. 

Oniy thus can he really become what Comrade Mao Zedong described as a noble 
and pure man with moral integrity above vulgar interests, who is of value 
to the people. 


Self-cultivation, self-education and self<transformation are usually called 
self-criticism in our party life. In his whole life devoted to working for 
the party, whethor 4 communist carries out self-criticism consciously or 
under compulsion and whether he does so conscientiously or perfunctorily 
greatiy affects his cultivation of communist morality and lofty character 
and greatiy affects his achievements in his work for the party. Te err is 
human. No one has ever not made a mistake. But when one really knows one's 
mistakes, there is hope for progress-<-knovledge is the starting point of prog- 
ress. If one earnestly corrects the mistakes again and again, one will ad- 
vance step by step and gradually become mature. 


For instance, in varying degrees influences of nonproletarian ideology un- 
deniably exist in every communist's thought. Consciously examining and over- 
coming such influences will enable the ideology and moral quality to enjoy 
continual progress. It is very immoral if one not only fails to vigorously 
overcome such influences, but conversely expands them by means of one's words 
and deeds of influences other people with one's own nonproletarian ideology. 


Another example is that man's awareness of the objective world must invariably 
undergo 4 process of going from ignorance to knowledge and from knowing a4 
little to knowing a great deal. If ignorance or knowing too little causes 
losses in his work, an upright moral communist should use self-criticism 

to honestly examine the causes, sum up the experiences in depth, correct 

the mistakes and increase his understanding. Otherwise, if personal emot ions 
heip distort the perception of things and the understanding of the truth, 

if h> does not practice self-criticiem, if he sticks to the kind of under- 
standing which practice has proved to be wrong, and if he never regrets the 
consequent loss to the party's undertaking, then very obviously he is going 
absolutely against communist morality.

unhealthy influences. If one does not learn from the wholesome influences 
but appreciates the unhealthy ones and adopts this attitude when expressing 











opinions oF carrying on activities, so that other people follow the bad ex- 
amples and evil results appear, and if one does not criticize oneself when 
other people give their criticiems, then naturally one is not complying with 
the requirements of communist morality. On the other hand, sincerely and 
conscientiously criticizing oneself and taking the initiative to bear respon- 
sibilities are definitely not disgraceful things to do, indeed, these are 
exactly the requirements of the noble communist morality. 


Consider yet another example conceruing the relationship between the indi- 
vidual and the collective. Every communist lives in the collective and all 
his words and deeds have direct of indirect relationships with the collective. 
When contradict ms arise between the individual and the collective, he should 
firet carry out self<criticiem and examine whether any factors on his part 
have harmed the collective interests, We should not simply blame the organi- 
ation of the masses or other people. Every communist must honestly accept 
his comrades’ criticiem and the supervision of the masses. He must give 

top priority to the collective interests and subordinate his personal in- 
terests to the collective ones. Even without the organization and without 

the supervision of the comrades and the masses, he must be able to consciously 
safeguard the party's interests. As Comrade Shaoqi said, even when he is 
working on his own without supervision and is therefore in a position to 

do something bad, he is just as “watchful over himself when he is alone” 

and does not do anything harmful or downgrade his character or willpower. 

His work bears examination and he is not at all afraid of having it checked, 
To achieve this, he must be highly capable of self-control and restraint 

in all matters. The saying, “I reflect on myself three times a day," is 
absolutely applicable here. A person can never achieve this if he does not 

have noble communist character and communist moral quality. 


in the memorial service for Comrade Liu Shaoqi, Comrade Deng Xiaoping gave 
4 memorial speech which comprehensively and justly appraised his whole life. 
"Comrade Liu Shaogi's words and deeds coincided. in “How To Be a Good Com- 
munist” he required the vast numbers of party members to temper their party 
spirit.

Xiannien, Hu Yaobang, Zhao Ziyang as well as representatives from the P.L.A. 
Beijing unite. 


The memorial meeting was presided over by Geng Bieo, a member of the polit- 
ical bureau of the C.P,.C, Central Committee and secretary general of the 
committee's military commission. Wei Guogqing, director of the general 
political department of the P.L.A., delivered @ memorial speech, 


He recalled that Deng Hua joined the Chinese Communist Party in March 1927 
and took part in the 25,000-1i (12,500 kilometres) long march. After new 
China was founded, he served successively as first deputy commander and 
first deputy political commissar of the Chinese people's volunteers, acting 
commander and political commissar of the people's volunteers, deputy chief 
of general staff of the P.L.A., and commander of the Shenyang military area. 


In 1959, Deng Hua was involved in the so-called Peng Dehuai “anti-party 
clique.” He was criticized and removed from all his posts. During the 
cultural revolution, Lin Biao and the gang of four continued to persecute 
him, Wei Guoqing said, and it was not until the third plenary session of 

the eleventh Central Committee of the Communist Party of China held in Decem- 
ber 1978, that Deng Hua's case was re-evaluated and he was exonerated,

An Ziwen died of illness in Beijing on June 25, 1980 at the age of 70. His 
health deteriorated after a long period of vilification and brutal persecu- 
tion by Lin Biao, the “gang of four," Kang Sheng and company. 


An Ziwen was born in Zizhou County of Shaanxi Province. He served as direc- 
tor of the organization department of the CPC Central Committee, vice-presi- 
dent of the party school of the CPC Central Committee and deputy director 

of the commission of legislative affairs of the standing committee of the 
National People's Congress. He was elected a member of the Central Com- 
mittee at the party's Eighth National Congress and an additional member of 
the Central Committee at the Fourth Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central 
Committee. 


Party and state leaders attending the memorial meeting were Hua Guofeng, 

Li Xiaonian, Zhao Ziyang, Wei Guoqing, Ulanhu, Fang Yi, Zhang Tingfa, Geng 
Biao, Peng Chong, Wan Li, Gu Mu, Yang Dezhi, Hu Qiaomu, Yao Yilin, Tan Zhenlin, 
Kang Shien and Bo Yibo. 


The memorial meeting was presided over by Peng Zhen,member of the Political 
Bureau of the CPC Central Committee and vice-chairman of the NPC Standing 
Committee. 


Hu Yaobang, general secretary of the CPC Central Committee and vice-president 
of the party school of the CPC Central Committee, made the memorial speech. 


Hu Yaobang said in his memorial speech "An Ziwen was an outstanding organ- 
izer of our party. In the years between 1925 and 1936, he did underground 
work for the party under white terror. He was four times arrested but always 
maintained the revolutionary integrity of a communist. 
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"After the efforts made by the party organization in Peiping (Beijing) to 
have him released from prison in the autumn of 1936, he became a leading 
member of the Peiping Municipal Committee of the Chinese Communist Party. 
After the anti-Japanese war broke out, he became a leading member of the 
organization department of the northern bureau of the party, and took part 
in establishing the anti-Japanese democratic bases in the Shanxi-Hebei-Henan 
area and the Taiyue area. 


"The record of An Ziwen during this period was absolutely clear. But 30 
years later, Lin Biao, Jiang Qing and Kang Sheng distorted his record, be- 
smeared him, attacked the correct decision of the party and threw mud on 
the revolutionary integrity of An Ziwen and other comrades. These comrades 
suffered greatly from the frame-up and were brutally persecuted. The deci- 
sion made by the Third Plenary session of the party's Eleventh Central Com- 
mittee to redress their wrongs completely was wholeheartedly supported by 
all comrades of the party and the whole people. 


"During the period of rectification campaign in Yenan, An Ziwen was a leading 
member of the second branch of the Central Party School. He conscientiously 
implemented the party Central Committee's policies on the rectification cam- 
paign and repudiated the serious mistakes of the ‘salvage’ movement. 


"Between August 1945 and August 1966, An Ziwen served as deputy director 

and later director, of the organization department of the party Central Com- 
mittee. Inall these years, An Ziwen all along implemented the party's 
political and organizational line." 


He said: “He had devoted his efforts to the development and consolidation 
of the party and worked constantly to raise the criteria for a communist. 
He had paid special attention to choosing, examining and appointing members 
of the leading cores at various levels to make sure that the leadership was 
in the hands of reliable and comopetent cadres.

As soon as they read 
some literary criticism, they think something abnormal is going on. Some 
talk about it being ‘too free' ‘time to stop’ has been raised again at 
forums or conference tables." "Some individual leaders have even gone 80 
far as to intend to strike out again with clubs," the commentator said, 


"We must bear in mind the historical lessons of the past 20 years and more," 
the commentator noted, 


It is 24 years since the hundred flower policy was put to practice, A long 
and tortuous road has been traversed since its inception, the commentator 
said. 


There had always been this process in the implementation of the policy: 
First, control by art leading departments was very tight and rigid and 

the atmosphere was very tense; then, some people came out to call for imple- 
mentation of the hundred flower policy; once the atmosphere was activated, 
some would be unhappy and displeased.

NEI MONGGOL: HISTORIAN URGES STUDY OF MONGOLIAN HISTORY 
OW151309 Beijing XINHUA in English 1231 GMT 15 Jul 80 


(Text) Hailar, July 15 (XINHUA)--A major subject for Chinese historians 
should be study of the history of the Mongols, said Professor Lu Minghui 
at @ symposium which opened today in Hailar, a city in northeastern Inner 
Mongolia Autonomous Region. 


As secretary general of the Chinese Society of Mongolian History, Lu Minghui 
gave his colleagues from other parte of the country a brief review of China's 
research in the field. 


China was the place of origin of the Mongolians, and now has the largest 
population of the nationality among all the countries of the world--more 
than three million, said Professor lu, China also has studied the history 
of this nationality longer and preserves more cultural relics and classics 
than any other country. 


The Mongolian people have played an important role in the course of the 
development of the Chinese history and they had a tremendous impact upon 
the history of the world, the scholar said. “How could a nomadic people 
commanded by Genghis Khan defeat far more advanced nations of the day and 
how could they reign supreme for nearly a century’--these questions still 
have appeal to historians all over the world." 


lu Minghui, who has devoted twenty-two years to research on the Mongols, 

is deputy director of the Institute of the Mongolian History. He noted 
that China's research on the Mongols may have started as early as the tenth 
century, A.D., the period of the five dynasties. Liu Qu, historian of the 
later Jin Dynasty (936-947) gave a detailed account of where the Mongolians 
originated. 


During the Yuan Dynasty (1271-1368), a large number of works on the Mongols 
including a dynastic history, 4 secret history, monographs as well as travel 
notes and biographies, were written by Hans who had direct contact with 
Mongolians or served as court officials of the Yuan Dynasty. These books 
set down records of the Mongolian people's way of life, political regime, 
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policies towards conquered nationalities and contradictions between the 
ruling Mongole and the conquered nationalities, In later dynasties, 
these studies etill went on, 


Professor Lu specially mentioned the favourable influence on Chinese his- 
torians of a book written in Persian by a Swedish scholar at the end of 

the 19th century. Chinese scholars have used this historical material 

in their etudy of the Mongolian conquest of Central Asia and Eastern Europe. 


Lu Minghui said that as early a8 1940, under the harsh conditions of war a4 
society for promoting Mongolian culture was formed in Yanan. An exhibition 
was organized on Mongolian culture and a memorial hall was set up for 
Genghis Khan, 


Over the past three decades since the founding of new China, great progress 
has been made in the study of Mongolian history. A contingent of researchers 
of the Mongol, Han, Hui, Manchu, Daur and Tibetan nationalities has been 
formed. Archaeological work has been strengthened and a considerable number 
of books on the nationality have been published, 


Professor Lu Minghui suggested that in next few years China should strengthen 
the study of Mongolian history from four aspects: 


--The number of professional researchers should be increased, 


--Full use should be made of the historical archives not only in Han but 
in minority languages. 


--Priority should be given to work on the modern Mongolian history. 
--International academic exchanges should be strengthened. Material has 
been accumulated in the more than 70 countries that have special institutes 
for studying the Mongols, The interflow with scholars of other countries 
would contribute to broadening the Chinese historians’ field of vision. 


The symposium on the Mongolian history will last a fortnight.

|Report on article by Hubei Vice Governor Li Fuquan entitled: "Enhance 
the Practice of Respect for Teachers and Improve the Status of Teachers"] 


{Excerpts} In order to speed up the cultivation of talented people and 
raise the cultural level of our entire nation to meet the requirements of 
the four modernigzations, we are confronted by a major strategic task, that 
is, the whole party and whole people must attach importance to education 
and the whole party and whole »eople must study. Enhancing the practice 
of respecting teachers and im, .oving the status of teachers is an im- 
portant link in accomplishing this task, 


It can be said that the job of a teacher has always been inseparable from 
social progress and human civiligation. Today, our country has entered « 
new historical epoch. The focus of the work of the whole party has been 
shifted to the building of modernization, The status and role of educa- 
tion have become very outstanding. Therefore, to enhance the practice of 
respect for teachers and improve the status of teachers has become more 
important and urgent than before. 


Actually, the need to enhance the practice of respect for teachers and im- 
prove the status of teachers is basically dictated by the importance of 

a teacher's work itself. This importance is an objective fact and not 
something artificially created. Our experience in the 30 years since the 
founding of the people's Republic of China proves that whenever we have 
followed the objective law of education in our work, bringing into full 
play the lead{ng role of teachers in educational and instructional work 
aad setting their minds at ease, the quality of education has been good 
and the moral atmosphere in society has been good. But whenever we have 
syatravened the objective law of education, interfered arbitrarily in edu- 
ction and stifled and constrained the leading role of teachers, disturbing 
their peace of mind, the quality of education has been relatively low and 
the moral atmosphere in society has been adversely affected. 


Te achieve the four modernizations, science and technology is the key. 
Ani science and technology, in turn, rely on the development of education. 
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The reason why some people do not respect eachers is that they are unable 
to correctly analyge and assess the situation of the contingent of teachers, 
They verbally support the seientific thesis of the party Central Committee 
concerning why intellectuals are members of the working clase and a force 
which the party depends on, but in reality they have not straightened out 
their thinking. They often constrain our teachers on the pretext of old 
conventions and rigid rules such as their family background is undesirable 
or their social connections are complicated, They refuse to see the funda- 
mental changes that have oceurred in the contingent of teachers since the 
founding of the PRC and the performance of the teachers themselves, Some 
people do not know that the division into classes as envisioned by Marxist 
principle must start from people's economic position. They do not know 
that teachers ht to be classified as mental workers belonging to the 
proletarian c | . They still erroneously take the world view as the cri- 
terion in class ‘ying the teachers’ classe nature, Some even ostracize 
teachers, saying that they have complicated minds and are hard to control, 
just because they are knowledgeable, opinionated and have active minds. 

In short, the pernicious influence of ultraleftist thinking is still opera- 
ting in some people's minde. They still look upon the broad masses of 
teachers as the stinking ninth category. This rune counter to the require- 
ments of achieving the four modernigzations and is aleo not in line with 
reality. 





Some people do not respect teachers because they are not able to correctly 
look at and understand the work of teachers. They think that the work of 
teachers, especially primary school teachers, is quite simple and e-sy. 
Obviously such a view is very wrong. The work of teachers is a form of 
complicated and strenuous mental labor. To become a qualified people's 
teacher, one must undergo professional training and acquire rich knowledge 
in science and culture, 


There are some people in society who look down on teachers because they 
have a low income. This line of thinking could not be more wrong. At 
present, teachers, particularly primary and secondary school teachers, 
receive low wages. That is true. But this is unjust. Lenin said: To 
improve the status of teachers, the most important thing is to improve 
the conditions of their material life, The party and state have taken 
note of this problem and are taking steps to gradually solve the problen. 
As the actual problem is gradually solved, related problems in people's 
thinking might aleo undergo some changes. But this definitely does not 
mean that we need not criticize this erroneous line of thinking. 


The key to enhancing the practice of respect for teachers and improving 
the status of teachers lies in leadership at all levels. Leading cadres 
must take the lead in respecting teachers, befriend them and heed their 
opinions and demands. They must respect their labor and support their 
work. 


The party's leadership in educational work is only realized through the 
efforte of party organizations, particularly party organizations in the 
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schools, in bringing into full play the positive role of teachers, Trust 
and reliance on the broad masses of teachers and making them the real 
masters of the sehools is an important way to strengthen and improve the 
party's leadership in educational work, Those viewpoints which take 

respect for teachers and bringing into play their positive role a8 anti- 
thetical to the party's leadership are metaphysical and erroneous viewpoints, 


At present, many teachers voice sharp criticiem againet certain leading 
cadres' making empty talk about respecting teachers but doing nothing to 
solve actual problems that can be solved, This deserves great attention, 


Looking at the actual situation in Hubei, there is still a great deal of 
work waiting to be done seriously in the spirit of the recent directive 
of the Secretariat of the Central Committee on educational work. For 
example, the work on rehabilitation of cases of miscarriage of justice 
among teachers must be done well from start to finish. We must actively 
recruit party members from the ranke of the teachers and promptly admit 
those teachers who possess the qualifications to become party members into 
the fold of the party. Those teachers who are outstandingly accomplished 
in their work must be given timely commendation and encouragement. We 
must appoint people to positions best suited to their ability and make use 
of the strong points of each person to the fullest. Those teachers who 
persist in the socialist road and have rich experience in teaching must be 
boldly promoted to positions of leadership. We must actively create the 
conditions for improving the working and living conditions of teachers 
within the limits of our capacity and solving their actual problems, 


Besides the educational departments and the schools, all fronts and sectors 
must be concerned with the wellbeing of the teachers. Effective measures 
must be taken to safeguard the legitimate rights of teachers. We must 
sternly criticize erroneous Lines of thinking and practices in society 
which discriminate against the teachers. Stiff sanctions must be imposed 
on certain criminal acts Like beating up or persecuting teachers. Those 
who commit this type of crime must be punished by law and should absolutely 
not be allowed to go free. 


The enhancement of the practice of respect for teachers and the improvement 
of the status of teachers are also inseparable from the efforts of the 
teachers themselves, Organs of the party and the government must actively 
create conditions and enthusiastically help the teachers to continuously 
improve their ideological Level and professional competence to make them 
fully realize the great significance of educational work. love their work, 
respect their own profession, wholeheartedly and proudly devote themselves 
to the future masters of our country and win the respect of the people by 
their outstanding achievements. 


We believe that when the social practice of "students respecting teachers

‘Editorial: “Literature and Art Must Be ‘Relaxed, Not Restricted'" | 


Text In recent months, Beijing has been holding meetings on writing plays, 
editing literary and art periodicals and writing folk literature. These 
meetings have earnestly summed up experiences for the flourishing of litera- 
ture and art. They have also discussed the methods to implement the principle 
of “letting a hundred flowers blossom and a hundred schools of thought con- 
tend.” 


Some people hold that while implementing the “double hundred" principle, 
we must relax at one time and restrict at another so that we can control 
the situation and oppose different tendencies. 


According to these people, while abolishing the cultural autocracy of the 
gang of four, we must give artists and writers more freedom in order to en- 
liven the atmosphere of literary and artistic creation. When the atmosphere 
is enlivened and people can freely voice their opinions, some unhealthy 
literary and artistic ideologies and works are bound to emerge. We should 
then slightly restrict the freedom of literary and artistic creation and 
organize forces to criticize the unhealthy tendencies. 


Such ideas remind people of the political strategy of "inducing the snake 

out of its hole.” The "double hundred” principle was put forth in 1956. 
Later, the movement to freely air views and the antirightist struggle oc- 
curred. When the “double hundred” principle was carried out during the move- 
ment to freely air views and during the antirightist struggle, it became 

an artful scheme to “induce the snake out of its hole." This situation oc- 
curred repeatedly. When the eight character policy was implemented in 1961, 
economy and literature and art were all activated. However, it was suggested 
in 1964 that we should "never forget class struggle." Ali of a suden, labels 
were put on people and big sticks were wielded. An “antirightist struggle” 
was waged again, but under another name. During the period from this "anti- 
rightist struggle’ to the beginning of the cultural revolution, there was 

an unprecedented calamity in literary and art circles. The “double hundred” 
principle existed in name, not in reality. 
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We must clarify one idea. When we untold literary and art criticism, we 

are not “restricting.” We must criticize all unhealthy ideologies and phe- 
nomena under all circumstances, Otherwise, will the "double hundred” prin- 
ciple become a shield of all kinds of class enemies’? Will we not be advo- 
cating extreme liberalism and democracy’? The "double hundred" principle 

has a clear class nature. It aims at the flourishing of proletarian science 
and culture through the contention of a hundred schools of science and 
literature and art. We should not neglect this aim when we talk about the 
"double hundred" principle. However, we must conduct Literary and art criti- 
cisam in accordance with the stipulations of the constitution 

and the principle that the people can enjoy freedom and democratic rights. 

We must not unscrupulously apply a literary inquisition but must thoroughly 
abolish using power as the criterion of truth. If there is freedom to criti- 
cize, there should also be freedom to countercriticize. Criticism and con- 
tention should be placed on an equal footing. In this way, the unfolding 

of criticism on Literary and artistic works and unhealthy ideologies and 
phenomena will certainly not result in "restriction" and silence but in "re- 
laxation"” and activation. 


The “double hundred" principle is a principle for the flourishing of litera- 
ture and art. It should not be implemented or revoked according to the will 
of individual leaders. The ideological trend of literature and art is con- 
stantly changing. In Chinese literary circles, there have been theories 

of "no middle characters," of “the deepening of realism" and of "the state 
of no difference" and other theories. There have also been good and bad 
works. What is truth and which are good works should be tested in practice 
and judged by the masses rather than by leaders. To “relax” is a long term 
basic principle of the party's leadership in literature and art. It is also 
a long term basic principle to handle ideological problems among the people. 


If we make unpredictable changes in policy, how can people feel free to write? 
There are still some people in the literary and art circles who have a 
lingering fear. This is a refraction of historical reversals in ideology. 

To thoroughly change this situation, we must depend on "relaxation" and con- 
tinue to “relax."' We must be true in word and resolute in deed so that 

people will boldly "relax" and our motherland will have a flourishing culture.

Three hundred boats loaded with young couples es weil 
ae middle-aged and elderly people and children enjoyed the light qusic, At 
other spote like the Five-Dragon Pavilion and the Nine-Dragon Wall were 
comic dialogue shows, Pingju (northern opera) and four open-air film shows. 


Five feature films are shown outdoors at the Working People's Palece of 
Culture on Thureday, Saturday and Sunday evenings. Some people eit under 
the trees, some bring their emall stools, but most people eit on the walke 
which are swept clean by the park workers before the films etert.

MINORITY LITERATURE COMPILATION--Beijing, 9 Jul--Introductions to the 
Literature of China's 55 minorities are being compiled by the Institute of

here, A great deal of source materials have been gathered since last 
September, The decision to issue the texts was taken at a national meeting 
held in February last year in Kunming, the capital of Yunnan Province, The 
firet drafts of Literature of 52 of China's 55 minorities were completed 
early this year. The Institute of Literature then sent people with the 
drafts to the localities for comments, A number of revised drafts are now 
ready, The work is being done by over 100 people coming from 16 provinces 
and autonomous regions, headed by Mao Xing, a professor of folk literature

She Later 
underwent surgery and the tumour was found to be benign, the paper seid, 
The new Chinese penal code, which came into force at the beginning of this 
year, provides for up to two years’ jail for those who interfere forcibly 
with freedom of marriage.
